REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mason  : 

In  presenting  our  annual  report  of  the  schools, 
we  do  not  deem  it  expedient  to  give  you  an  elaborate 
essay,  but  would  briefly  say  that,  in  our  opinion, 
there  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  our 
schools. 

We  have  taken  special  care  to  secure  the  most 
competent  teachers,  and  to  keep  them  in  the  same 
school  as  many  terms  as  possible. 

We  believe  the  time  has  come  when  only  those 
who  have  been  trained  in  modern  methods  of  teach- 
ing should  be  employed.  The  children  in  our 
schools  now,  at  nine  years  of  age,  are  two  or  three- 
years  in  advance,  in  all  branches  of  study,  of  those 
of  the  same  age  ten  years  ago. 

We  have  consolidated  the  schools,  and  believe 
that  it  has  been  of  very  great  advantage  to  the  pu- 
pils, as  well  as  financially. 

An  increased  interest  has  been  manifested  by  par- 
ents, and  we  have  been  pleased  to  see  so  many 
present  at  the  close  of  the  schools. 

We  are  unable  to  give  the  roll  of  honor  for  the 
entire  year,  as  the  winter  terms  are  not  completed. 

Hoping  for  greater  improvement  in  the  future, 
we  respectfully  submit  this  brief  report.

8th.    To  choose  one  Trustee  of  the  Mason  Free  Library. 

9th.    To  choose  Fish  and  Game  Wardens. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  money 
to  furnish  a  winter  hearse. 

nth.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  exempt  the  New  Eng- 
land and  Western  Granite  Co.  from  taxation  for  a  term  of  years, 
or  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

nth.  To  hear  the  report  of  Agents,  Auditors  or  committees 
and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mason : 

In  presenting  our  annual  report  we  can  truly  say  that  in 
our  estimation,  the  schools  of  this  town  are  in  good  condi- 
tion and  have  all  done  excellent  work  the  past  year. 

We  have  kept  teachers  that  are  tried  and  true  and  the 
result  is  most  satisfactory.  The  longer  we  can  pursue 
this  course  the  better  it  will  be  for  our  schools.  There  has 
been  but  one  change  of  teachers  during  the  year,  when 
Miss  Hosmer's  place  at  Pratts  was  taken  at  the  beginning 
of  the  winter  term,  by  Miss  Whitaker,  but  the  latter  had 
previously  been  on  our  corps  of  teachers,  and  the  work  of 
the  school  went  on  without  a  break. 

There  have  been  three  schools  in  session  during  the 
year,  the  few  pupils  from  a  distance  being  brought  to  these, 
thus  giving  them  the  benefit  of  first-class  teachers,  and  the 
competition  and  consequent  ambition  of  a  large  school,  all 
of  which  advantages  must  necessarily  be  lacking  in  a  school 
of  four  or  five  pupils. 

Should  the  number  of  pupils  be  increased,  it  may  be 
necessary  to  have  a  school  in  No.  5  the  coming  year.

Report  of  the  School  Board. 


To  the  Citizens  oi  the  Town  of  Mason  : 

In  viewing  over  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  our 
schools  during  the  past  year,  we  feel  justified  in  saying 
that  there  has  been  good  progress  made  in  the  several 
branches  of  study.  We  have  been  successful  in  securing 
teachers  that  are  fully  competent  to  handle  the  work 
that  was  required  of  them. 

The  scholars  in  No.  4  were  conveyed  to  No.  3,  those 
in  No.  5  to  No.  1  (except  the  winter  term,)  the  Boynton 
children  to  Wilton,  those  in  No.  6  to  Ashby  in  the 
spring.  School  was  kept  in  the  fall  and  winter  in  the 
No.  6  house,  but  as  there  will  not  be  enough  scholars 
for  a  school  this  spring,  we  think  it  is  best  to  send 
what  there  is  to  Ashby  providing  we  can  make  arrange- 
ments to  that  effect. 

Owing  to  the  small  number  of  scholars  that  attended 
the  Union  school,  it  was  considered  best  by  the  school 
board  of  Greenville  and  Mason  to  close  that  school  for 
the  present,  consequently  your  committee  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  Greenville  board  to  send  our  scholars  to 
the  school  in  the  village  where  they  have  a  far  better 
chance  to  get  an  education  than  we  could  possibly  give 
them  if  we  continued  the  school  as  in  the  past  and  at  a 
very  much  less  expense  to  the  town. 

We  have  introduced  Raubs'  Arithmetic,  published 
by  the  Werner  School  Book  Co.,  to  take  the  place  of  the 
Bradbury-Eaton  Arithmetic,  which  has  been  in  use  in 
our  schools  so  many  years. 
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We  are  very  sorry  to  say,  but  it  is  a  fact,  that  if  the 
scholars  decrease  as  fast  in  the  next  few  years,  as  in  the 
past,  the  time  will  soon  come  when  we  shall  scarcely 
have  enough  scholars  to  make  a  good  respectable 
school  at  the  center. 

Desiring  to  serve  the  citizens  of  Mason  for  the  best 
interests  of  all  concerned,  we  should  be  glad  to  receive 
suggestions  from  any  wTho  are  interested  in  the  success 
of  the  schools  in  this  town.

Report  of  the  School  Board. 


To  the  Citizens  ot  the  School  District  of  Mason, 

Greeting  : 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  three  schools 
in  session.  The  scholars  in  Nos.  4  and  5  were  trans- 
ported to  Nos.  3  and  1  Schools,  and  some  have  been  sent 
to  Ashby,  Wilton  and  Greenville  thus  giving,  as  near  as 
possible,  every  child  in  town  an  equal  chance  to  get  an 
education. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
Miss  Frances  E.  Baier  at  the  Center,  and  Miss  Edith  C. 
Whitaker  at  No.  2,  in  place  of  Misses  Hosmer  and  Hall, 
who  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  Spring  term,  and  Miss 
Grace  E.  Go  wen  returning  to  No.  3,  they  have,  without 
exception,  proved  themselves  earnest  and  faithful  in 
their  work,  and  well  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  de- 
volving upon  them  in  their  respective  schools,  and  we 
feel  that  we  can  honestly  say  that  we  have  as  efficient 
a  corps  of  teachers  as  any  town  in  the  State. 

Singing  has  been  taught  in  our  schools  under  the 
most  excellent  instructions  of  Miss  Annie  P.  Stevenson 
of  Greenville,  with  the  b:st  of  results,  and  we  believe 
that  a  much  more  pleasant  and  united  feeling  has  ex- 
isted on  account  of  this  study. 
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Our  financial  year  closing  before  our  schools  it  has 
made  it  very  difficult  to  get  in  all  of  our  bills  in  season 
to  be  reported,  so  that  in  several  cases  the  bills  report- 
ed were  for  the  year  before,  but  by  a  special  effort  we 
have  paid  most  of  the  bills  for  this  year  as  well  as  those 
not  reported  last  year  so  that  in  many  cases  the  bills 
as  reported  at  this  time  are  for  two  years. 

Your  committee  have  intended  to  decide  all  ques- 
tions in  regard  to  our  schools  honestly,  impartially, 
and  for  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned,  and  we  ask 
your  heart}'  co-operation  with  us  by  having  your 
children  in  attendance  every  day  that  school  is  in  ses- 
sion and  encouraging  them  to  improve  every  moment 
of  their  time  in  getting  an  education  which  will  be 
worth  more  to  them  as  they  go  out  into  the  world  to 
do  business  for  themselves  than  silver  or  gold. 

Hoping  we  have  given  satisfaction  as  far  as  possi- 
ble we  would  respectfully  submit  to  you  this  as  our  an- 
nual report.

To  the  Citizens  ot  the  School  District  of  Mason, 

Greeting  : 

Our  time  being  somewhat  limited  our  remarks  will 
be  brief. 

Last  spring,  after  a  careful  investigation,  we  con- 
sidered it  for  the  best  interests  of  all  parties  concerned 
to  re-open  the  school  in  No.  4.  There  being  nine  schol- 
ars and  the  larger  part  of  them  quite  small  wre  did  not 
consider  it  prudent  to  have  them  conveyed  to  another 
school.  We  were  obliged  to  close  some  of  the  schools 
sooner  than  we  intended  on  account  of  sickness  and  the 
storm.  With  but  one  or  two  exceptions  we  have  been 
fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  competent  and  ear- 
nest wrorking  teachers,  and  there  has  been  most  excel- 
lent work  done  in  the  several  schools,  especially  during 
the  winter  terms.  There  is  need  of  some  slight  repairs 
in  all  of  the  school  rooms,  and  if  the  school  in  No,  4  is 
kept  running  that  house  should  have  a  coat  of  paint 
and  a  new  floor.  We  realize  the  fact  that  we  cannot 
please  every  one  in  town  but  we  have  tried  to  do  justice 
to  all.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mason, 

Greeting: 

In  submitting  this,  our  Annual  Report,  we  can  truly 
say  that  with  one  exception  the  schools  in  town  have  been 
run  with  excellent  results  during  the  last  year. 

Five  schools  have  been  in  operation,  with  less  scholars 
than  of  previous  years,  which  has  necessarily  increased  the 
rate  per  scholar,  a  circumstance  over  which  your  committee 
has  no  control.  There  is  but  one  way,  in  the  minds  of  the 
committee,  to  obviate  the  expenditure,  and  that  is  to 
reduce  the  number  of  schools. 

Owing  to  the  few  scholars  it  requires  considerable 
thought  and  attention  to  place  the  schools  to  the  best 
advantage  of  the  scholars  and  town,  and  we  think  if  the 
few  people  who  deem  it  their  duty  to  censure  the  com- 
mittee would  turn,  about  and  give  their  cooperation,  the 
schools  could  be  run  with  better  advantage  to  everyone 
concerned. 

The  schoolhouse  in  Dist.  4  has  received  considerable 
attention  in  the  line  of  repairs.  No.  6  has  been  provided 
with  new  seats,  and  No.  2  has  been  renovated,  making  the 
schoolhouses  in  town  in  fairly  good  condition.
